LATER PARTICULARS. 


A Guest Describes the Panic at the 
Sturtevant House. 


New York, December 11.—A visit to the 
Sturtevant House this morning showed that 
there had been a very narrow escape froma 
disastrous conflagration and serious loss 
ot life. The two-story and extensive 
building used as a bake-house and 
kitchen was completely gutted except the 
floors and the roof. Every window casement 
and window in the building was burned or 
broken, and the ceilings and walls were 
blackened and charred with flame and smoke. 
Nearly all the windows in the first, second 
and third stories on the side on the Twenty- 
ninth street wing of the hotel, which looks 
out on the Lake House, were 
burned away. Many of the 
lower rooms were completely ruined 


by fire. Mr. M. T. Warne, of Easton, Pa., 
one of the guests, said to a reporter: ‘I re- 
turned about 10 o’clock to my room on the 
fourth floor of the rear part of the hotel and 
was soon fast asleep. About 1 o'clock I was 
awakened by the sound of an explosion, but 
as it seemed ‘to bg at a distance I 
maid no attention and went to sleep again. 
n about half an hourl was awakened bya 
commotion in the hall outside my room and 
heard servants’ voices. At first 1 thought it 
was a fight, butafter listen‘ng a few mo- 
ments 1 ualocked the door, and seeing a 
bright blaze coming up through the well hole 
over the kitchen, | knew in a moment 
what the matter was. Stopping only to draw 
on my trousers and coat I rushed toward the 
head of the stairs. Looking down over the 
banisters it seemed as though the 
whole place Was on fire below. Fear- 
ng my escape was cut of I 
ran to a room from which a fire escape could 
be reached, but I found the door was locked. 
Ithen, in spite of the smoke, which was 
very thick, forced my way to the floor be- 
neath and endeavored to cross to the stairs 
leading to the ‘Twenty-ninth street en- 
trance, but was forced to go _ back 
by the flames and smoke which 
entered the corridor from the windows. 
Just then a lady in her nightdress rushed up 
to me and said, ‘For God’s sake save me!” 
] said to her, *‘Follow me; we shall get out 
all right.” We both then went down the 
main staircase to the office. I found the 
bar-room, office and reading room thronged 
with guests in the greatest consternation 
especially ladies, many of whom were in hys- 
t-rics and a few of whom had fainted. Sev- 
eral of them were in exceedingly scanty at- 
tire and on going out into the streets found 
several of them shivering in the cold with 
nothing around them but ashawl ora coat 
given to them by sympathizing 
on-lookers. saw a lady 
with nothing but a shaw! on her, placed in a 
coach by a gentleman and driven away to 
some other hotel. When I came down stairs 
the firemen were bringing hose in through 
the front door. I must say the proprietors 
did everything a under the cir- 
cumstances, an if they: had _ not 
kept the good watch they did on 
the premises there would have been no stop- 
ping the fire, and a great many of those in 
the hotel would undoubtedly have been burn- 
ed to death, as the kitchen where the fire 
originated is so centraily situated that the 
flames penetrated several parts of the hotel 
at once.”

Plenty of cars 
can be obtained for Chicago shipments, but it is 
almost impossible to get cars in which to send 
grain to this market.

RAILROADS AND RIVERS. 

It is great pity that some of the gentle- 
men in Congress who have just been request- 
ed by their constituents to retire from the 
work of legislating, were not as ingenious in 
finding reasons for their reélection as they 
are in discovering the motives of the Opposi- 
tion to the River and Harbor bill. Outside 
of Congress there 1s a general § impres- 
sion that the determined opposition to this 
great devil-fish appropriation _ bill 
from public sentiment and extendea both to 
the matter and the manner of the bill. But 
in Congress among the rejected members the 
explanation is that the only objections to the 
bill came from the rivalry of the great rail- 
road corporations which own the newspapers 
and control the voice of the press. This isa 
highly ingenious theory and one which re- 
quires acertain amount of “‘gall’’ in those 
who propound it. The railroad corporations 
run very few newspapers as a general rule, 
and are not hostile to any appropriations ex- 
cept those for the Mississippi River, which 
they dare not oppose. All of the harbors 
of the country, without exception, are 
terminal points for the railroads, 
whieh are interested in their improve- 
ment, and the smaller rivers throughout the 
country are rather feeders for the railroads 
than rivals. ‘The only rival routes of trans- 
portation with which the railroads have to 
compete, or from which they have anything 
to fear, are the northern route by the lakes 
and the Erie Canal and the southern route 
by the Mississippi River, neither of which 
interests was concerned in the feeling creat- 
ed by the River and Harbor bill. The ex- 
cuse is “too thin,” butit is very hard work 
fora Congressman to prove that his record 
met with public approval when the record of 
the election shows that his district repudi- 
ated hit.

They are 
probably more willing to do this because 
they are convinced that there is not the 
slightest chance of his views ever prevailing 
in any civilized country. 

Mr. Grorar’s field of activity is as wide 
as humanity, but the one subject to which he 
always returns is the subject of national dis- 
tress; the one remedy he always suggests is 
the “nationalization of the land,” or as it 
should be called, communism in land. 

State ownership of land is a pleasing 
vision, but only to those who refuse to con- 


sider the practical aspects of the question. 
Any attempt to realize the condition of af- 
fairs under a national ownership of the land, 
any attempt to devise a national machinery 
for adjusting the relations of owners and 
tenants, leads at once to an absurdity. 

The theoretical objection to it is strong 
enough to relieve us from the necessity of 
considering the practical difficulties. All 
the evils of the world, itis argued, arise from 
the inability of governments to discharge 
their ordinary functions of making laws and 
enforcing them. The remedy for all these 
evils is to impose upon the Government a 
function vastly more complicated and difficult 
than any it has been called on to deal with. 
It is to introduce a source of corruption 
and oppression more potentthan any power 
that existsamong the governing classes of 
any modern civilized power. 

Mr. GeEoRGE has not discovered any 
panacea for the many ills which affiict 
society ; it is not worth while speculating on 
the results of his remedy, as there is no 
chance of applying it. 


A FREE LIBRARY. 

When an improvement is inevitable, when 
the spirit of the time demands it and destiny 
decrees it, the sooner it is done the better. 

Such an improvement is the change of the 
Public School Library into a Free Public 
Library, a change which commends itself to 
public approval without argument, and 
which has been ably advocated by the 
officials and managers of the Library, whose 
positions have given them advantages for 
studying the question in all its aspects. 

A free public library is as much an essen- 
tial feature of a modern city asa free public 


park or a system of free public schools. It 
'is not merely an aid to learning, it is a stay 
| to good morals, a check on crime, a help to 
prosperity and a notice to all the world that 
the city which supports itis a city of the 
present, fully up to all the requirements of 
modern times and conscious of the demands 
of its highest dignity and deepest welfare. 

With the examples of so many other cities 
| before it St. Louis has no valid excuse for 
longer delay in transforming its present 
| large and valuable collection into a free pub- 

lic library worthy of a place beside that 
| greatest of modern centers of light and cul- 
ture, the Boston Publie Library. 

The movement has been started, the ball 
has been set in motion. Another year should 
not be allowed to pass without witnessing 
the transfer to the city under proper condi- 
tions of the Publie School Library and its

THE BEAUTY OF HOLINESS. 


Characteristic Sermon Yesterday by 
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher.

New York, December 11.—Only the aisle 
chairs in Plymouth Church were vacant, 
in spite of the inclement 
weather, when Mr. Beecher spoke upon the 
beauty of holiness, with incidental reference 
to earthly beauty. Mere beauty, he said, 
was not to be despised .It was the giftof God, 
and therefore to be recognized. It was just

It had something to do 
with his strong abolition sentiments. Mr. 
Beecher further said that while the beaut 
enshrining the hog had never been painte¢ 
it had often been limned. If some sacred 
limner would only come down and paint 
things as they are whata whirling-anda 
twirling there would be to keep the pictures 
out of the sight of the reporters. Art which 
painted and glorified matter only was beastly 
art. The men who painted what modesty 
hid and the processes of which nature her 
self was ashamed, what language cou a wy 
characterize? Then the prostitution of liter 
ature, making love carnal, feeding morbid 
imaginations, was only desecration. Men 
ealled it liberty and the worship of nature, 
but they had not the first idea as 
to what nature really was. Art should not per 
vetuate forms for mere sensuality whether 
or Paris salons or boudoirs and bedrooms at 
home. Nakedness with all its results is not 
ure and high art. ‘“Injthe Bath’ and “The 
‘aptive Slave” are seductive, corrupting, 
abominable, and whoever so __ prostl 
tuted beauty was in the service 
of devil. When things had 
serve their uses the uzzard, 
crow and worm gathered to fatten on them, 
on rottenness, and it seemed as if some men 
had descended in this line, they so re 
quced in filth, corruption and nastiness. 
‘rom earthly beauty and the beauty of self 
sacrifice and long suffering we Went up step 
by step to the beauty of God, the highest 
beauty in the universe.

My chie objection to a prohibitory law is 
that it would fail of enforcement in our 
large cities, and the consequent reaction from 
it would make matters worse than they are 
now. Of the twoevils, between free rum 
and the sale of liquor under great restraint, 
I prefer the latter.”’ 
REV. DR. C. L. GOODELL, 

the pastor of Pilgrim Congregational 
Church, was visited and questioned upon the 
same topic. 

“Are you in favor of the passage of a 


prensaytery law?” was the question put to 


m. 

“In the true idea,” replied Dr. Goodell, 
“there is a better way. Let men 
be brought up soberly, temperately 
and righteously, and let them live so 
from the foree of this morai training. 
But in the present emergency I heartily favor 
Prohibition. We must do something to rid 
ourselves of intemperance, which is destroy- 
ing men and property by wholesale. I be- 
lieve in Prohibition. I am in favor of calling 
in the aid of the law if it can do anything to 
check the ravages of the awful destroyer of 
health, wealth and happiness.’’ 

*‘And are you of the opinion that a prohibi- 
tory law would bring. with it all the benefits 
claimed for it?” 

‘I know this,” said Dr. Goodell, “that the 
people are now argused upon the subject as 
they never were before. They have at last 
fully awakened to the damage that is being 
done and have begun to seek in downright 
earnest for a rem } for an evi! that is terri- 
ble in its effects. If it comes to a a question 
Of saloons and the happiness of the people, I 
teli you, the saloons must go. They will not 
be able to stand ainst the popular clam- 
or which will raised against them. 
I'he people are now fully aroused, and Pro- 
hibition is the best remedy tbat 1 can see in 
the precpnt exigencies.” 

“You would favor the submission of the 
question to a vote of the people ?”’ 

“Yes;and I repeat what I said before, 
that when the ple take the right steps 
the saloons will have to go down betvre pub- 
lic sentiment.” 

REV. DR. JOHN FULTON, 
rector of St. George’s Episcopal Church, was 
called upon, but was entirely too unwell too 
discuss the question.

“You may say for me,” said Rev. C. E. 
Felton, pastor of the Union M. E. Church, 
“that 1 am for Prohibition first, last and for- 
ever. Il aim astonished and grieved,’’ contin- 
ued Dr. Feltonafter he had delivered himself 
of the above unequivoca! expression ol opin- 
ion—*'l am astonished and grieved that tiie 
Post-DISPATCH has taken a stand agains. 
Prohibition, and I must say that 1 like 
your paper because | have usually found it 
upon the right sideof every reform question. 
Last summer it took exactly the right stand 
upon the gambiing question, and the manner 
in which it denounced Gov. Crittenden’s ex- 
cessive executive clemency Was as coura- 
geous as it was well timed, and in other mat- 
ters | have been much gratined at the tone of 
its editorial columns; but the other day 
when I| read the editor's comments 
upon this uestion of Prohibition 
and saw the stand which he 
took I was disagreeably disappointed. But he 
was rightin advocating the submission of 
the question to the peuple.” 

“Then you believe that the Legislature 
ought to submit the question in the shape of 
a constitutional amendment?” 

“Most certainly Ido. I tell you, sir, this 
is a living question, and I predict that it will 
be decided by the people against the manu- 
facture of intoxicating liquors within the 
next few years. When such astatesman as 
Mr. Giadstone declares that intemperance 
causes more misery to the British people 
than war and pestilence, it is time for the 
world to appreciate the gravity of the situa- 
tion. ‘The tax upon the people of this coun- 
try for intuxicating liquors is greater, I be- 
lieve, than any other which is levied upon 
them. I say letus cut at the root of the evil, 
and bv doing away with the manufacture of 
the deadly stuff we will cut right at the 
roots ; or it is obvious tnat if we 
prevent the manufacture we will also put 
anendtothe mischief which follows and 
which is so serious that politicians aud 
statesinen can no longer ignore it. By all 
means, then, let the next Legislature submit 
a Prohibition amendment.” 

“But if the amendment 
defeated, what then?” 

“That will not 
misfortune. By 
Legislature will educate the 
ple; the matter will be discussed and 
agitated, and thatis alll ask at present. [ 
want them to open their eyes to the frightful 
mischief which intemperance causes, and 
believe the best way to do this is to ask them 
to vote one way or the other upon the ques- 
ition. If the next Legislature submits

Legislature can submit the same amendment 

and thus a vital and all-important question

“Am Ia Prohibitionist’’’ said Dr. John 
M. Snvder, pastor of the Church of the Mes- 
siah (Unitarian); ‘“‘decidedly not. Ido not 
think that Prohibition is the solution of the 
intemperaiice question.” 

“What do you think is the solution ?”’ 

“My opinion is that an educated public 
sentiment operating upon individuals is the 
true solution.”’ 

“Do you mean by that expression the 
bringing home to each man a sense of what a 
shametul thing it is to be intemperate ?”’ 

“Yes, sir; that is my meaning exactly. 
Another cure for intemperance is education. 
I have not the slightest doubt that there are 
large numbers of the poorer ciasses who 
drink simply because of the emptiness of- 
their lives. They have not the knowledge 
which enables more fortunate people to hl! 
their time agreeably, and 50 are 
driven or fancy they are driven 
to drink. A great cause of intemperance 
among poor people is that they have not 
sufficient food for themselves or their chi! 
dren, and so they satisfy their appetites with 
liquor. They don’t know whatis the most 
nourishing food and fancy that liquor will 
supply the piace of sustevance. Now, there 
is no doubt that the poor peuple of this coun- 
try are much better situated than the poor of 
Europe, and 1 don’t doubt that in time these 
causes of intemperance among our poor wil! 
have greatly diminished through the influ- 
ence of education in a comparatively short 
period of time.” ; 

“Do you favor the submission by the next 
Legislature of this State of a constitutional 
amendment providing for Prohibition”? 

“Yes, sir; t think itis a question which 
the people are competent to pass upon, and 
which can be safely entrusted to them, but I 
am myself, as k have said, decidedly opposed 
to Prohibition.”

Each will give his parole to 
Lord Dufferin that he will not leave the 
island without the permission of the 
English Government, and each will 
be maintained there by the Govern- 
ment in a manner befitting his previous 
station. Arabi on the day of _ his 
sentence addressed a letter to the British 
publicin which he earned the gratitude of 
the Government by outlining the Egyptian 
eed with great candor and ability fully 
justifying from a patriotic point of view its 
course up to the present, and relinquishing 
cheerfully to his English conquerers 
the task which he had under- 
taken himself, but which they had 
interrupted. Arabi preferred Londonas a 
lace of exile, but was not consulted. The 

Jeylon climate will agree with him_ better, 
and he will avoid being dined to death, a fate 
which certainly awaited him here. Besides 
he knows too much, anditis expedient that 
he should go toa place where his silence 
can be attended to. The English 
Government was perfectiy well aware that 
the Sultan had committed an actof war 
against England, and that she, in conducting 
a campaign against Arabi, was really at war 
with the Porte, but for a variety of reasons it 
was not desirable that formal admission and 
publication of the fact and her knowledge of 
it should be made asin the trial of Arabi it 
necessarily would have to be made. 
Therefore Lord Dufferin summarily 
disposed of the State trials at Cairo, and the 
relations of England with Turkey are appar- 
ently undisturbed. Arabi is placed where 
he will be as harmless as the man who wore 
the iron mask, and the annexation of Egynt 
proceeds more comfortabiy and with less at- 
tempt at disguise. The acknowledgment of

A STATE OF WAR 

between England and the Porte would have 
entailed the most serious consequences anda 
responsibility which England could not at 
presentshoulder. lt wouid have precipitated 
an outbreak between Austria and Russia 
which tay not be long deferred in 
any event, but the apprehension. of 
which on the partof the German Chancellor 
furnishes the explanation of Germany’s 
course and the entire change of tone which 
has taken place in the German press on the 
subject of the Lyyptian question. 

RIAZ PASHA 
has resigned on account of the result of 
Arabi’s trial, but may resume his office on an 
understanding with Lord Duiferin, who is 
reconstructing the Egyptian Cabinet after 
his own fashion. In the meantime 

THE SULTAN 
is the most abjectly wretched of all mon- 
archs. The events of the past few months, 
the defeat of his projects.in Egypt, the 
sword which England holds suspended 
over his head, the intrigues by which 
he is surrounded, the contempt with which 
he finds himself regarded in every court in 
Europe, even in that of Russia, where he fu- 
tilely offered Constantinople for a Russian 
garrison if Russia wouid interfere in Egypt— 
all these things have weakened his never too 
powerful intellect. There is insanity in his 
family, and he shows symptoms ofit. He 
is a prey to the most fearful 
fits of depression, becomes frantic 
in his terrors, wails and slrieks at his im- 
aginary enemies, makes ald unmakes minis- 
ters in twenty-four hours, and altogether 
presents a pitiable spectacle. His dread of 
assassination haunts him likea perpetual 
nightmare. He tells every one about him 
that he will meet the fate of his brother, 
and if his hallucinations do not carry him oil 
it is quite possible that he may. 

FEELING AGAINST ENGLAND IN FRANCE. 

There isan extremely bitter feeling against 
England now growing in France, and the 
Madagascar incident has been an additional! 
exasperation. The English Government 
yesterday showed some Cdcisposition to recede 
from the position - first taken, which 
indicated a determination to _ interfere 
with all French projects of annexation in 
the island, but there is no apparent ending 
of the French pretensions in regard to Egypt. 
The French Government has been notified 
that England must not be interfered with in 
her conduct of aflairsin Egypt: that she is 
willing to recognize the commercial interests 
of France in Egypt and able to protect them, 
and that. the French people 
be satisfied with that. ] 
accept the situation in a cheerful and friend- 
ly spirit England will do her part, and in the 
meantime they can go ahead with their an- 
nexation schemes in Madagascar and Africa 
without fear of interference. Otherwise 
England will concede nothing in Egypt and 
every thing in Madacu Cur. 
“If we only had an army,” say the Fren h, 
‘that we could use to give eipphasis to the 
phrases of our diplomats.” The bargaia pro- 
posed is, however, creditable to neither 
party. 

THE PREMIER'S RETIREMENT. 
During the last few days Mr. Gladstone 
has given emphatic expression to his desire 
to retire, and the following changes are dis- 
tinctly foreshawed: Mr. Gladstone will be- 
fore the end of the year resign the Chance}. 
lorship of the Exchequer, in which Mr. Cjhiid- 
ers will succeed him. Lord Derby will be 
olfered a seatin the Cabinet. So wiil Sir 
Charles Dilke, who used to beso good a Re- 
publican long ago, and who is now spoken of 
in connection with an Earldom or some- 
thing. Mr. Gladstone's sav that 
he will retire from offive with the beginning 
of the next session; that he thinks his par- 
liamentary work accomplished, and that his 
age end services give him the right to with- 
draw. Lord Hartington will sueceed Mr. 
Giadstone as Prime Minister, a change 
which does not improve the prospect of 
effective legislation during the next session 
in behalf of Ireland. A very large 
number of official changes will take place, 
including probably an important one in the 
lrish Office, and all involving more or less 
modification of the existing relations of the 
two parties and a_considerable change in the 
character of Her Majeesty’s Opposition.: No 
definite announcements of these matters are 
made yet, but pvulitical expectation is on 
tiptoe.
